NOTE: The compositionWclaim 12 is directed to a composition that comprises a solvent and interaction product and 
the property of the composition is not separable from the composition. The cited prior art teaches the composition. Specifically Blank 
teaches a composition comprising a copolymer of polyvinylpyrrolidone and nitroglycerine and the copolymer broadly reads on interaction 
product. Nitoglycerin is the medicament and polyvinylpyrrolidone is interaction product. Mueller teaches compositions comprising 
medicines and modified polymer and modified polymer reads on the broad interaction product. How the interaction product is formed is 
not critical in a compsoition claim and the property of a composition/product is not separable from the composition. 
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
